EXTRAVAGANT SESSION. 


Sixtieth Session Marked 
As 
One 
ot 
Large Expenditures. 
Washington, May 19.—The Six­ 
tieth Congress will earn the title of 
a billion-dollar Congress at its first 
session before adjournment is taken 
at the end of this week. 
It is es­ 
timated the total appropriations will 
reach the enormous sum of $1,020,- 
000,000, which is said to be the larg­ 
est ever appropriated at a single ses­ 
sion. 
The appropriations are for the fis­ 
cal year which begins July 1, 1908. 
It is too early to give anything like 
ftn accurate estimate of the revenues 
of the Government during that pe­ 
riod of twelve months, but members 
think they will run somewhere be­ 
tween $*‘,500,000 and $9,000,000. 
This would mean a deficit of be­ 
tween $125,000,000 to $175,000,000. 
Chairman Tawney of the House of 
Bcp resent a tives Committee, warned 
the H ouse that the deficit would 
reach about $150,000,000, and if this 
prediction is fulfilled the surplus 
now in the Treasury will be wiped 
out June 30, 1909, inasmuch as at 
the end of this fiscal year there will 
be a deficit of between $60,000,000 
and $65,000,000.

The elder S terry was shot down 
in the Pine Street office of Weaver 
& Sterry, Limited, where he had 
been closeted a few minutes with his 
son. 
The son immediately after­ 
ward shot hin»6elf, and both men 
were dead when others of the firm 
hurried into the room. 
The deter­ 
mination of the father to remarry 
led to the tragedy. 
A letter left by the son made it 
plain that his acts were deliberate, 
and the product of a deranged mind. 
The senior Sterrv was 72 years old 
and in addition to his drug inter­ 
ests was President of the Bloomfield 
Mills Company and a director of the 
Springs Coal Company. He was so­ 
cially prominent and active in reli­ 
gious affairs. 


La Porte Mystery Not Yet Solved. 
Chicago, 111.: 
Authorities here 
have decided not to excavate the 
premises formerly occupied by Mrs. 
Belle Gunness in Austin, 111., until 
it has been definitely settled that 
the woman is dead. 
The owner of 
the property objects to the notoriety 
and claims that his place would be 
ruined. 
Neighbors of the woman, 
relatives and physicians unite in the 
statement that Mrs. Gunness never 
had any children, and that the ones 
who met death in 
Laporte were 
adopted. 
The total number of her 
victims, so far as is now known is 
ten. 


Gets a Set-Back in the United States

Washington, May 19.—The Su­ 
preme Court Monday decided ad­ 
versely to the State in the case of the

the constitutionality of the Texas 
law' imposing a tax upon the gross 
receipts of railway corporations, and

Court by Attorney General Davidson 
and

Hawkins, representing the State, and 
H. M. Garwood of Houston, coun­ 
sel for the railroad. 
By agreement of counsel the de­ 
cision of the case decided yesterday 
is to control in a number of cases 
of the same character now' on the 
docket in Texas courts.

will be dismissed. 
The decision was by a divided 
Court, four of the nine Justices con­ 
curring in a dissenting opinion pre­ 
pared by Justice Harlan.

In spite of labor troubles 
and a cloud of all kinds of difficulties 
which would have daunted the people 
of most cities, San Francisco within 
the short period of twenty-two months 
since the diaster has erected or is now 
completing 10.000 new buildings, wortli 
$111,000,000. That is to say, these new 
structures represent $0,000,000 more 
than the oripinnl loss, and yet only 
$5 ,000,000 of 
e capital necessary for 
this gigantic Yl ark of upbuilding came 
from outside of San Francisco. 
What is equally significant, these 
10,000 buildings have more floor and 
room space for business purposes than 
the 28,000 that were destroyed. This 
serves to show the Inrgcr and better 
lines on which the new city has been 
and Is being rebuilt. The bank clear­ 
ance of San Francisco showed a re­ 
marks tile increase last year over for­ 
mer years. The resources of the na­ 
tional bunks of the city are $00,000,000. 
and those of the savings banks are 
$163,000,000, while the deposits in the 
commercial banks amount to more 
than $70,000,000. For a city the size of 
Ban Francisco, which, it is believed, 
has a larger popnlatlon today than it 
had before the fire, these figures are 
certainly Impressive ami give a good 
idea of the immense wealth and the 
natural resources of the city. 
Whatever may be the result of the 
recent municipal troubles. San Fran- 
ctaco now has an honest mayor and an 
intelligent board of supervisors, whose 
integrity 
is 
unquestioned, 
and the 
awakened Interest of the solid men of 
the city In public affairs gives the 
assurance of a square deal In all civic 
matters.—Boston Globe.

How Our Army Is Formed. 
The average citizen, it Is safe to 
say. has a very hazy idea concerning 
the size and constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States army. A writer in Harper s 
Weekly gives some interesting facts 
bearing upon this matter. The govern­ 
ment dreams of an army numbering 
70,000 men. 
The present strength is 
57,000. 
Of the theoretical 70,000 sol­ 
diers the fifteen regiments of cavalry, 
which never lack their full comple­ 
ment, comprise nearly 14,000 officers 
and men, the six regiments of field ar­ 
tillery 5,500. the coast artillery corps 
?lo8e upon 20.000, the thirty regiments 
of infantry 27.000, the engineers 2,000. 
and the remainder consist of the staff 
corps, Indian scouts and a small num­ 
ber of native soldiers in Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
The total num­ 
ber of commissioned officers amounts 
to about 3,900.

Some time ago a certain 
Prince Tpsolantl hanged himself there.

M. Constans, who Is a large, old man 
of great weight declares he has been 
shaken out of his bed by unseen 
hands. 
He adds that upon one occa­ 
sion the bed was tilted up almost to a 
perpendicular. The ambassadress her­ 
self has not escaped. 
Once, it is as­ 
serted, she was thrown from the top 
to the bottom of the staircase. 
Another time she was attacked iu 
the gardens of the palace by some­ 
thing dark and gontlsh.

There 
was neither goat uor ram In the gar­ 
den, and M. Constans considers the 
attack inexplicable. 
At tho embassy in Constantinople 
things are no better. 
Pour of the at­ 
tendants have died mysteriously in 
the last month or so—the dragoman, 
the butler, a porter named Rigo and 
also tho man chosen to replace him, a 
Frenchman named Pierre. 
The ambassador declares that he Is 
not superstitious; 
but he has bad 
enough of Turkey and especially of 
the kind of ghost they have .in that 
part of the world.—New’ York Ameri­ 
can.

Among the trout of various species 
at the New York aquarium there ore a 
dozen or more rainbow trout that were 
the first of their kind hatched out in 
the aquarium’s model hatchery four 
years ago. 
The largest of these rain­ 
bows is now about sixteen Inches in 
length and would weigh about two 
pounds. 
The eggs from which these fishes 
were hatched came from the Uulted 
States fish hatcheries at Wythe villa, 
Va., and the eggs from which the par­ 
ent fishes were there hatched came 
from the United States fish hatcheries 
on the McCloud river, in Shasta coun­ 
ty, northern California, which is the 
native home of the rainbow trout, in 
the tributaries of the Sacramento. 
By the distribution of eggs it has 
within the last thirty years been trans­ 
planted into various eastern waters, so 
that it is now to be found on this us 
well as on the other side of the conti­ 
nent.—New York Sun. 


Rents In City of Mexico. 
“The prices that are asked for rental 
of houses iu the City of Mexico are 
something appalling to Americans," 
said George T. Lessing of S t Louis. 
“I expected to remain there the bet­ 
ter part of the year and thought I’d 
get a house and send for my family 
With this idea I went forth in search 
of a domicile, but was staggered at 
the cost.

BAT'MAN DEAD 


Walker Hargroves Killed 
in A Fort Worth Bar­ 
room by James. 


DENOUNCE THEIR OWN LAW.

Fort Worth. Tex. M»y 20.—Walker 
K. Hargrove was shot three times at 
5:16 o ’clock this 
afternoon in the 
Board of Trade saloon at Main ami 
Third streets, and from the effects of 
the third bullet,which entered the fore­ 
head just above the left eye, death was 
instantaneous. From 
the 
account 
given by Detective Ben Bell to whom 
W a lte r James, bartender atthesaloon, 
who is charged with the shooting, sur­ 
rendered immediately after the affair, 
Hargrove had been in the place fully 
thirtv minutes previous to the shoot­ 
ing and had engaged in an altercation 
over some broken glasses in which 
several driuks had been served. 
Detective Bell states that Hargrove 
got into a dispute with James and had 
started around the east end of the bar 
with the announced intention of ‘‘set­ 
tling matters” when the fatal shots 
were fired. A six-shooter was found 
on Hargrove after his death. 
The bullets were fired from a 32-cali- 
ber automatic pistol, which was ex­ 
ploded three times. 
Every shot took 
eff*Jt. One bullet entered the forehead 
jutv above the left eye, another entered 
thewight breast just above the nipple 
and the third buried itself in the stom­ 
ach. Another report is to the effect 
that five shots were fired, but this re­ 
port was not vouched for b\ Justice 
of the Peace Maben. who held the in­ 
quest, but who w ill not render his ver­ 
dict until tomorrow, by which time he 
will have examined all of the necessary 
witnesses. News of the shooting spread 
like wildfire about the city , and in an 
incredibly short space of time a crowd 
of more than a thousand had gathered, 
and despite the efforts of the police, 
the saloon was soon filled to the point 
of suffocation. Immediately follow ing 
theshooting, W alter James surrendered 
himself to Detective Ben Bell, who 
turned over his prisoner to a crowd of 
offiicals, including four Deputy Sher­ 
iffs, three Constables and five members 
of the local police force. Same crowd 
of officials, a half hour later, escorted 
James to the office of Justice Maben, 
followed by more than 1,000 men and 
boys, who fruitlessly 
attempted to 
make their way into the courtroom, 
where James waived a preliminary 
trial and by an agreement with the 
County Attorney the bond for his ap­ 
pearance before the Grand Jury was 
fixed at $5,(XX). A* soon as the sum 
wa> made known, T.B. James, acousin: 
G.P. James and R.L. James, his un­ 
cles , and W .M. Ilobinson, R .H . McNatt 
and John Kaiser signed the bond, and 
whqp Jnstice Mal>en announced that 
there were sufficient signatures, several 
others stood waiting to sign their 
names. James, accompanied by his 
relatives and several 
friends, im­ 
mediately left the courtroom, and after 
stopping at the saloon for a few min­ 
utes, went to his residence. 
Soon after 
the shooting, Undertaker L.P. Robert­ 
son was called ^ind at once conveyed 
the remains of Hargrove to his "es­ 
tablishment, from whence the body will 
be conveyed to the late residence of 
deceased, 408 Missouri avenue. 
Wal­ 
ker Hargrove had led an exceptional 
career. The first serious trouble in 
which he was implicated was at Arling­ 
ton in 1891, where a shooting affray 
resulted over a horse trade, in which 
William Smith, Harry Spears and 
George Hargrove, a brother of W al­ 
ker, were killed outright, and W alker’s 
father was mortally wounded. A few 
years later, Jlargrovemoved to Bowie, 
shortly after which he was made deputy 
chief police. To his credit, it is said 
he was very successful in suppressing 
lawless characters. 
Hargrove 
was 
implicated in a shooting affray at 
Bowie last summer. He was 38 years 
of age and is survived bv a widow and 
two babies, the older of whom is an 
18-month-old girl. Three years ago 
he moved to this city, since that time 
has not engaged in any business. 


Recently the brewers and 
liquor 
dealers held a State meeting at Gal­ 
veston. 
It is said lhatthere wereabout 
three hundred present. They discussed 
various phases of their business, its 
relation to the community and the 
Staf*, the importance of observing the 
laws and other matters. Just think 
for a moment of liquor dealers from 
Laredo, Han 
Antonio, 
Galveston, 
Brenham, and some other places prat­ 
ing about law observance! When did 
they ever keep the laws of tiie State? 
When do they ever expect to keep 
these laws? They are the most law­ 
less gang in Texas, and the local 
authorities either will not or cannot 
require them to keep the State laws. 
But much of the time of this gather­ 
ing of law-breakeis 
was 
taken up 
discussing prohibition and the Baskin- 
McGregor law. They are very much 
out of sorts with the idea of proh­ 
ibition. They regard it as the result 
of fanaticisms, a lack of education, 
opposition to personal 
liberty and 
narrowness of 
spirit. 
Wonderful 
citizens, these brewers and liquor deal­ 
ers! They were especially hard on the 
Baskin-McGregor law. They regard 
it as oppressive and unjust. They want 
it so amended by the next legislature 
as to make it more friendly to their 
trade. 
Hence they denounced it and 
said all manner of evil about it. Yet 
it is their law, gotten up for their 
especial benefit. 
Every one of its so- 
called drastic features has a loop hole 
through which the lawless liquordealer 
can escape punishment. 
Andthe gen­ 
eral impression is that they are escap­ 
ing. 
We know they are in Dallas. 
In many places there is no effort to 
enforce this law. They violate openly. 
And these sweet-spirited and innocent 
brewers and liquor dealers want the 
local option laws of the State so 
changed by the next legislature as to 
make them equal and just to the trade. 
They want the privilege of voting 
the big town precinct back wet after 
the entire county has voted dry. And 
in order to accomplish these ends, the 
liquor people and those who are run­ 
ning hither and thither throughout 
the State, are doing their best to elect 
' the majority of the next legislature. 
| 
All their antics show how* important 
i it is for the State to vote these med- 
i dlers and low cunning low-defiers out 
of business, and once and for all dis­ 
pose of them. 
They are undesirable 
citizens.—Home * State.

Eighteen bodies have 
been found at the Guinness farm, and 
probably more have been lured todeath 
by this fiend of hell in woman's garb. 
A majority of these were attracted 
by the matrimonial bait. The adver­ 
tisements of this woman purported that 
a lonely and comely woman sought a 
life mate it was stipulated that the suc­ 
cessful suitor must have some of the 
world’s goods. Apparently she did 
not play for high stakes. A small sum 
was just as much inducement for her 
to take human life as a fortune. 
She 
guarded her advertisements through 
modesty. Any official 
who desired 
could have located her at any time. 
Man will hardly tell his triend and 
relatives where he is going when off 
on a mission to answer a matrimonial 
advertisement. 
But in this case, many 
of the victims told where they were 
going and they were known to be mis­ 
sing. The banks of La Borte show 
business transactions and the express 
companies now remember of many 
trunks going to the Guinness home 
that never went away. 
She was ver­ 
satile in manufacturing satisfactory 
stories as to the sudden disappearance 
of the slain. 
All of her stories which 
failed to be sustained by further in­ 
vestigation, were accepted at full face 
value. True that all the deaths within 
her family roused aome suspicion but 
no one was suspecting enough to be 
thorough in their inquiry. Had all 
these things appeared first in fiction 
they would have been condemned as 
being impossible.

sia, in 1735; the next by Frederick the 
Great at Berlin in 1748; another was 
opened in Ilanover in 1757, and others 
followed in various parts of Germany. 
The flrgt school for the instruction of 
teachers in France was established in 
1810, the first in Holland in 1810 and 
In England in 1830. Tbe first normal 
school in the United States was opened 
in 1839.—New York American.

Canton, In spite of Its dirt, In spite 
of its myriad and insistent smells, Is 
fascinating. 
Beside 
the 
ordinary 
sights of street life that are like a 
kaleidoscope for change and color, 
there is a tall and stately pagoda to 
be seen, the 
“flow-ly" 
pagoda, your 
guide will tell you. 
Another, known 
as the five-story pagoda, built in the 
year 1400, stands at the point of the 
citadel, the culminating point of the 
city wall, the ramparts of which are 
decorated with grotesque little cannon 
of a bygone age, ‘resting in worm- 
eaten and 
rotting wooden gun car­ 
riages. 
Another sight of Canton is Examina­ 
tion hail, an institution peculiarly Chi­ 
nese. Here are 7,500 cells in rows, the 
fronts open to the air. They are only 
four feet by three, and their only fur­ 
niture a couple of boards, laid cross- 
ways, one for a seat and the other for 
a writing desk. 
Here the civil service examinations 
take place for

The Mystery of the Maine 
Two contracts have been made for 
the removal of the wreck of the bat­ 
tleship Maine, sunk in H avana h ar­ 
bor just before the declaration of war 
with Spain, which is a continual peril, 
but nothing can be done unless au­ 
thorized by Congress. 
In H avana it 
is thought the tragedy was due not to 
a torpedo or any other external cause, 
but to the explosion of the powder in 
the forward magazine of the ship, 
caused by heat from spontaneous 
combustion in the coal bunkers. This 
conclusion is said to 
have 
been 
strongly supported by the survey of 
the contractors who undertook 
to 
raise the wreck. Their divers made 
very different reports from 
those 
given to the court of inquiry shortly 
after the tragedy, and m aintain that 
most all the damage is found in the 
forward part of the ship in the neigh­ 
borhood of the magazine; that there 
are unmistakable evidences of a hot 
fire in the coal bunkers immediately 
next to the magazine, with nothing 
but a sheet of iron one-fourth of an 
inch thick between the fire and the 
powder. This is only a theory, but 
the contractors declare that they can 
demonstrate its truth if they are al 
lowed to use dynamite to separate 
the machinery and other heavy mate­ 
rial so as to hoist it to the surface of 
the water and place on lighters. They 
insist, too, that the reason why the 
Navy Department opposes the remov­ 
al of the wreck is its fear of disagree­ 
able 
disclosures. They recall the 
fact that while the Peace Commission 
was sitting in P aris the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment demanded an international 
investigation of the cause of the ex­ 
plosion, which the Unitd States would 
not permit, on the pretext that it was 
inexpedient and unnecessary to revive 
the 
discussion.—St 
Louis 
Post 
Dispatch.

POSTAGE STAMP CHEATS. 


Foolish Persons Who Run the Risk of 
Going to Prison. 
“You would be surprised,” said a 
postofliee clerk, "at tbe efforts people i 
make to avoid the payment of postage. 
And quite often it is not the work of 
children either. 
The most common 
trick is to take the stamp that has been 
canceled by hand and the impression 
just touches the edge of the stamp. 
After pricking the marked edge with a 
pin or cutting it with a pair of shears 
to resemble the punctured edge of the 
stamp or tearing away that part the 
stamp is put ou an envelope for an­ 
other voyage. All these are placed in 
the hands of postal inspectors for in­ 
vestigation. 
“Others try to give the impression 
that a stamp had been put ou an en­ 
velope and become loose and lost In 
transit by sticking a stamp on the en 
veiope and then pulling it with part of 
the envelope sticking to it off again. 
These as well as underpaid letters, un­ 
less they have a foreign destination, 
where postage is then collected, are 
marked ‘Returned for postage’ and 
sent back to the sender. Secoud class 
matter, as a roll of newspapers, is of­ 
ten sealed against inspection by hav­ 
ing the stamps overlap the cover. 
Whether foreign or not it is returned 
for postage. When it again shows up, 
the mistake rectified, upon inspection 
It is usually found to contain written 
letters, photographs (unmounted), jew­ 
elry, merchandise of all kinds, making 
the package underpaid; hence it is 
again returned. 
“But the limit of foolishness comes 
when a person tries to efface the in­ 
delible ink from the stamp and with 
half the features of the stamp missing 
or rubbed away and some of the ink 
still remaining affixes it to an envelope, 
with the address of the sender upon 
the back to facilitate investigation. 
“This, though, is stretching it a lit­ 
tle too much: A postcard that had been 
put through a canceling machine and 
delivered to the addressee had the 
canceling impression and the address 
scratched off with the aid of a sharp 
knife and a new address substituted 
and a written message pasted on t h e , 
reverse side.”—New York Sun.

Patten Puts the Crimp into the Gam­ 


blers to the Tune of a 


3-Cent Advance. 


Chicago, 111., May 20. — Frenzy 
seized the operators on the Board of 
trade floor yesterday, all except one 
man. 
I Vice of May delivery corn, rang­ 
ing from 70 and 77 cents at the 
opening, sprang soon to 79 cents, the 
highest it has been this year, and 
with two exceptions, the highest in 
the history of the Board of Trade. 
I ’andem on i urn. f ol lowed. 
Men yelled and waved and strug­ 
gled in the pit; messengers had a 
clear field as they scurried about 
the floor, and the crowded visitors’ 
galleries were held spellbound at the 
spectacle. 
Outside the crush James A. Pat­ 
ten, the man to whom the great 
“killing” is attributed, sat in one 
corner of the big exchange. Ile was 
having his shoes shined, and he 
watched the boy who was doing it as 
keenly as if the youngster had the 
destiny of the corn market in his 
hand. 
I here was nothing blase about Mr. 
Patten. 
Ile did not pretend not to 
be interested, but he was in no way 
excited over the deal which, it is es­ 
timated, may put $1,000,000 into 
his pocket and squeeze a like amount 
from J. Ogden Armour, his friends 
and their followers. \Y. II. Bartlett 
is with Patten in the deal. 


Marriage, Murder and Suicide. 
Flew Fork, May 20.—A family 
estrangement which had driven one 
of the members to insanity, culmi­ 
nated Tuesday in the murder of 
George E. Sterrv, a millionaire drug 
exporter, by his son, George E. Star­ 
ry, Jr., and the suicide of the lat­ 
ter. The elder Sterry was shot down 
in the Pine Street office of Weaver 
& Sterry, Limited, where he had 
been closeted a few minutes with his 
son. 
The son immediately after­ 
ward shot himself, and both men 
were dead when others of the firm 
hurried into the room. 
The deter­

Belle Gunness in Austin, 111., until 
it has been definitely settled that 
tile woman is dead.

Neighbors of the woman, 
relatives and physicians unite in the 
statement that Mrs. Gunness never 
had any children, and that the ones 
who met death in Laporte were 
adopted. 
The total number of her 
victims, so far as is now known is 
ten.

E X T R A V A G A N T SESSION. 


Sixtieth Session Marked 
As 
One 
Ct 
Large Expenditures. 
Washington, May 19.—The Six­ 
tieth Congress will earn the title cf 
a billion-dollar Congress at its first 
session before adjournment is taken 
at the end of this week. 
It is es­ 
timated the total appropriations will 
reach tho enormous sum of $1,026,- 
000,000, which is said to be the larg­ 
est ever appropriated at a single ses­ 
sion. 
The appropriations are for the fis­ 
cal year which begins July I, 1908. 
It is too early to give anything like 
an accurate estimate of the revenues 
of the Government during that pe­ 
riod of twelve months, but members 
think they will run some where be­ 
tween $8,500,000 and $9,000,000. 
This would mean a deficit of be­ 
tween $125,000,000 to $175,000,000. 
Chairman Tawney of the House of 
Representatives Committee, warned 
the House that the deficit would 
reach about $150,000,000, and if this 
prediction is fulfilled the surplus 
now in the Treasury will be wiped 
out June 30, 1909, inasmuch as at 
the end of this fiscal year there will 
be a deficit of between $60,000,000 
and $65,000,000.

Gets a Set-Back in the United State* 
Courts. 


Washington, May 19.—The Su­ 
preme Court Monday decided ad­ 
versely to the State in the case of the 
Galveston, Harrisburg and San An­ 
tonio Railway 
Company vs. 
the 
State of Texas. 
The case involved 
the constitutionality of the Texas 
law imposing a tax upon the gross 
receipts of railway corporations, and 
was argued before the 
Supreme 
Court bv Attorney General Davidson 
and 
Assistant 
Attorney 
General 
Hawkins, representing the State, and 
II. M. Garwood of Houston, coun­ 
sel for the railroad. 
By agreement of counsel the de­ 
cision of the case decided yesterday 
is to control in a number of cases 
of the same character now on the 
docket in Texas courts. These cases 
will be dismissed. 
The decision was by a divided 
Court, four of the nine Justices con­ 
curring in a dissenting opinion pre­ 
pared by Justice Harlan.

— The 
plan of the National Prosperity As­ 
sociation to have tile manufacturers 
and corporations to re-employ men 
laid off during the recent stringency 
has borne fruit, and the Ferguson-

ployes who have been idle since the 
business depression will be recalled 
to work June I. 
The 
Haragdine-McKitrick 
Dry 
Goods Company, the Simmons Hard­ 
ware Company and several other 
large St. Louis manufacturers and 
jobbers have approved of the plan 
and given assurance of their co-op­ 
eration. 
In two or three days the 
officers of the association will be in 
a position to announce the different 
corporations that will put their idle 
employes back to work.

The average citizen, it is safe to 
say, has a very hazy idea concerning 
the size and constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States army. 
A writer in Harper’s

ment dreams of an army numbering 
70,000 men. 
The present strength is 
57,000. 
Of the theoretical 70,000 sol­ 
diers the fifteen regiments of cavalry, 
which never lack their full comple­ 
ment, comprise nearly 14,000 oflicers 
and men, the six regiments of field ar­ 
tillery 5,500, tile coast artillery corps 
-lose upon 20,000, the thirty regiments 
of infantry 27,000. the engineers 2.000. 
and the remainder consist of tile staff 
corps, Indian scouts and a small num­ 
ber of native soldiers in Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 
The total num­ 
ber of commissioned officers amounts 
to about 3,900.

BAI'MAN DEAD 


Walker Hargroves Killed 
in A Fort Worth Bar­ 
room by James. 


Fort W orth, Tex, May 20.—W alker 
K. Hargrove was shot thrse times at 
5:15 o ’clock this 
afternoon in the 
Board of Trade saloon at Main *,ntl 
Third streets, and from the effects of 
the third bullet, which entered the fore­ 
head just above the left eye, death was 
in s ta n ta n e o u s . 
From 
the 
account 
given by Detective Ben Bell to whom 
W alter James, bartender atthesaloon, 
who is charged with the shooting, sur­ 
rendered immediately after the affair, 
Hargrove had been in the place fully 
thirty minutes previous to the shoot­ 
ing and had engaged in an altercation 
over some broken glasses in which 
several drinks had been served. 
Detective Bell states that Hargrove 
got into a dispute with James and had 
started around the east end of the bar 
with the announced intention of “ set­ 
tling matters” when the fatal shots 
were fired. 
A six-shooter was found 
on Hargrove after his death. 
The bullets were fired from a .^-cali­ 
ber automatic pistol, /which was ex­ 
ploded three times. 
Every snot took 
eff^t. One bullet entered the forehead 
jus® above the left eye, another entered 
the" ight breast just above the nipple 
and the third buried itself in the stom­ 
ach. 
Another report is to the effect 
that five shots were fired, but this re­ 
port was not vouched for by Justice 
of the Peace Maben, who held the in­ 
quest, but who will not render his ver­ 
dict until tomorrow, by which time he 
will have examined all of the necessary 
witnesses. New’s of the shooting spread 
like wildfire about the city, and in an 
incredibly short space of time a crowd 
of more than a thousand had gathered, 
and despite the efforts of the police, 
the saloon wTas soon filled to the point 
of suffocation. Immediately following 
the shooting, W alter James surrendered, 
himself to Detective Ben Bell, who 
turned over his prisoner to a crowd of 
ordeals, including four Deputy Sher­ 
iffs, three Constables and five members 
of the local police force. Same crowd 
of officials, a half hour later, escorted 
James to the office of Justice Maben, 
followed by more than 1,000 men and 
boys, who fruitlessly 
attempted to 
make their way into the courtroom, 
where James waived a preliminary 
trial and by an agreement with 
the 
County Attorney the bond for his ap­ 
pearance before the Grand Jury w as 
fixed at $5,000. 
As soon as the sum 
w as madeknown. T.B. James, aconsin: 
G.P. James and R.L. James, his un­ 
cles, and W.M. Robinson, R.H. McNatt 
and John Kaiser signed the bond, and 
whqp J notice Maben announced that 
there were sufficient signatures, several 
others stood waiting to sign their 
names. 
James, accompanied by his 
relatives and 
several 
friends, im­ 
mediately left the courtroom, and after 
stopping at the saloon for a few min­ 
utes, went to his residence. 
Soon after 
the shooting, Undertaker L.P. Robert­ 
son was called ^ind at once conveyed 
the remains of Hargrove to his "es­ 
tablishment, from whence the body will 
be conveyed to the late residence of 
deceased, 408Mis>ouri avenue. 
W al­ 
ker Hargrove had led an exceptional 
career. 
The first serious trouble in 
which he was implicated was at Arling­ 
ton in 1891, where a shooting affray 
resulted over a horse trade, in which 
William Smith, Harry Spears and 
George Hargrove, a brother of W a l­ 
ker, were killed outright, and W alker's 
father was mortally wounded. 
A few 
years later, Jiargrovemoved to Bowie, 
shortly after which he was made deputy 
chief police. 
To his credit, it is said 
he was very successful in suppressing 
lawless 
characters. 
Hargrove 
was 
implicated in 
a shooting affray at 
Bowie last summer. 
He was 38 years 
of age and is survived by a widow and 
two babies, the older of whom is an 
18-month-old girl. 
Three years ago 
he moved to this city, since that time 
has not engaged in any business. 


D ENO UNCE TH EIR OWN LAW. 


Recently the brewers and 
liquor 
dealers held a State meeting at Gal­ 
veston. 
It issaid th at there were about 
three hundred present. They discussed 
various phases of their business, its 
relation to the community and the 
Staffs, the importance of observing the 
laws and other matters. 
Just think 
for a moment of liquor dealers from 
Laredo, San 
Antonio, 
Galveston, 
Brenham, and some other pl aces prat­ 
ing about law observance! When did 
they ever keep the laws of tile State? 
When do they ever expect to keep 
these laws? They are the most law­ 
less gang in Texas, and the local 
authorities either will not or cannot 
require them to keep the State laws. 
But much of the time of this gather­ 
ing of law-breakeis 
was 
taken up 
discussing prohibition and the Baskin- 
McGregor law. 
They are very much 
out of sorts with the idea of proh­ 
ibition. 
They regard it as the result 
of fanaticisms, a lack of education, 
opposition to personal 
liberty and 
narrowness of 
spirit. 
Wonderful 
citizens, these brewers and liquor deal­ 
ers! They were especially hard on the 
Baskin-McGregor law. 
They regard 
it as oppressive and unjust. They want 
it so amended by the next legislature 
as to make it more friendly to their 
trade. 
Hence they denounced it and 
said all manner of evil about it. 
Yet 
it is their law, gotten up for their 
especial benefit. 
Every one of its so­ 
called drastic features has a loop hole 
through which the lawless liquor dealer 
can escape punishment. 
And'the gen­ 
eral impression is that they are escap­ 
ing. 
We know they are in Dallas. 
In many places there is no effort to 
enforce this law’. 
They violate openly. 
And these sweet-spirited and innocent 
brewers and liquor dealers want the 
local option laws of the State so 
changed by the next legislature as to 
make them equal and just to the trade. 
They want the privilege of voting 
the big town precinct back wet after 
the entire county has voted dry. 
And 
in order to accomplish these ends, the 
liquor people and those who are run­ 
ning hither and thither throughout 
the State, are doing their best to elect 
the majority of the next legislature. 
All their antics show how important 
it is for the State to vote these med­ 
dlers and low cunning low-defiers out 
of business, and once and for all dis­ 
pose of them. 
They are undesirable 
citiz.ens.—Home ic State.

pronounced terror, a striking proto­ 
type of the “ gun man” of a decade 
ago. 
He defied the rules of society 
and ran riot over his country’s law. 
Officers of the law stood in dread of 
the man and the peace-pursuing citi­ 
zens shunned him as a deadly dan­ 
gerous element. 
Hargroves was an 
incarnate devil amuck when red whis­ 
key fired his brain. 
Bat Hargroves, 
the sober man, was a different indi­ 
vidual. 
It is said that when free 
from strong drink the fellow was mild 
mannered, charitable and a good citi­ 
zen. 
The desire to drink, then the 
craving for the reputation of a “ gun 
m an” were his undoing, and he went 
over the same route he had sent sev­ 
eral poor devils. 
Hargroves reaped 
what he had sowed. 


The horrors of the wridow Guinness 
farm at La Porte, Ind., surpass any- 
hing known in history. 
If the imagin - 
alien has depicted anything of the sort 
the story has been set down as the 
weird rumbling of a morbid mind, says 
an exchange. 
Eighteen bodies have 
been found at the Guinness farm, and 
probably more have been lured to death 
by this fiend of hell in woman's garb. 
A majority of these were attracted 
by the matrimonial bait. 
The adver­ 
tisements of this woman purported that 
a lonely and comely woman sought a 
life mate it wras stipulated that the suc­ 
cessful suitor must have some of the 
world’s goods. 
Apparently she did 
not play for high stakes. A small sum 
was just as much inducement for her 
to take human life as a fortune. 
She 
guarded her advertisements through 
modesty. 
Any official 
who desired 
could have located her at any time. 
Man will hardly tell his triend and 
relatives where he is going when off 
on a mission to answer a matrimonial 
advertisement. 
But in this case, many 
of the victims told where they were 
going and they were known to be mis­ 
sing. 
The banks of La Porte show 
business transactions and the express 
companies now remember of many 
trunks going to the Guinness home 
that never went away. 
She was ver­ 
satile in manufacturing satisfactory 
stories as to the sudden disappearance 
of the slain. 
All of her stories which 
failed to be sustained by further in­ 
vestigation, were accepted at full face 
value. 
True that all the deaths within 
her family roused some suspicion but 
no one w as suspecting enough to be 
thorough in their inquiry. 
Had all 
these things appeared first in fiction 
they would have been condemned as 
being impossible. 
Readers of fiction 
would declare that methods so rude 
would hare brought disclosure. 
In 
fiction there is a little more effort to 
cover facts. 
The Guinness woman was 
of littleintelligence; she acted so boldly 
and crudely that she disarmed sus­ 
picion. 
The case is one of the most 
remarkable in history. The only one 
that comes near a parallel is the fam­ 
ous Bender family of Kansas in the 
early 70 s. 
Even with the evidence of 
murder at hand that it does not seem 
possible that crime should have gone 
on so long undiscovered. 
Little won­ 
der that the police are searching for 
some explanation for accomplices and 
for better concealed motives than ap­ 
pear on the surface.

Trunks of trees in all stages of frac 
titre strew the ground over a space 
some miles in extent. So perfect are 
their forms he is almost minded t ■> 
think the usual wasteful woodchopper 
has been by and left the scattered 
products of his art in littered confu­ 
sion upon the scene of his exploit. 
Only their beautiful color conveys a 
sense of strangeness to the eye, and 
leaning down and touching them, I e 
finds that they are—stone; chalcedony 
not carbon! Form has outlived sub­ 
stance and kept the resemblance, whi e 
the particles of the original matt' v 
have all been spirited away. Yet so 
perfect is the presentment one can 
hardly believe the fact, and where ore 
fallen giant spans a little canyon one 
almost thinks to hear the sound of wa­ 
ter rushing down the creek. 
But it is some millions of years and 
more since this catastrophe befell, and 
the torrent, uprooting it, left it prom*, 
with limbs outstretched in futile gra-p 
upon the other side. A conifer it was. 
cousin only to such as grow today, and 
flour’ bed probably iu the cretaceous 
era, 
>r the land has not been under 
wat . here since the advent of tertiary 
times. 
o^^irhere near it, except for the rare 
cottonw- as along the bank of the Lit­ 
tle Colorado, grows anything today. 
.The land which once supported these 
forests is incompetent to do so rn w 
Yet nothing has c tang* 
there since 
except

During tertian 
quaternary 
time the rainfall has been growing less 
and less. 
Proof of this is offered by 
the great pine oasis that caps the pin 
feau of which these petrified forests 
form a part and is kerneled by the Fan 
(Francisco peaks. 
The height above 
sea level of the spot where the chal­ 
cedony trunks are strewn is about 
4.500 feet. The lower present limit of 
the pine in its full development is 
6.500 feet Two thousand feet upward 
the verdure line has retreated since the 
former forests were. 
And this is no 
local alteration, for upon the other side 
of the plateau petrified remains of trees 
are similarly found. 
The line of perpetual green has risen 
becau.«e in desert regions the moisture 
is found most plentiful nearest to the 
clouds from which it falls upon a 
parching earth. 
Streams, instead of 
gathering volume as they go, are lar­ 
gest near their source and grow less 


and less with each fro-sn nine or now. 
The brooks descending from the Anti- 
Lebanon, in Syria, water the gardens 
of Damascus and, thence issuing upon 
the plain, lose themselves just beyond 
the threshold of its gates. 
So in the 
Arizona desert, though in a less de­ 
gree, and those who live there know it 
but too well.—From Percival Lowell’s

The Mystery of the Maine 
Two contracts have been made for 
the removal of the wreck of the bat­ 
tleship Maine, sunk in Havana har­ 
bor just before the declaration of war 
with Spain, which is a continual peril, 
but nothing can be done unless au­ 
thorized by Congress. 
In Havana it 
is thought the tragedy was due not to 
a torpedo or any other external cause, 
but to the explosion of the powder in 
the forward magazine of the ship, 
caused by heat from spontaneous 
combustion in the coal bunkers. This 
conclusion is said to 
have 
been 
strongly supported by the survey of 
the contractors who undertook 
to 
raise the wreck. Their divers made 
very different reports from 
those 
given to the court of inquiry shortly 
after the tragedy, and maintain that 
most all the damage is found in the 
forward part of the ship in the neigh­ 
borhood of the magazine; that there 
are unmistakable evidence?, of a hot 
fire in the coal bunkers immediately 
next to the magazine, with nothing 
but a sheet of iron one-fourth of an 
inch thick between the fire and the 
powder. This is only a theory, but 
the contractors declare that they can 
demonstrate its truth if they are al­ 
lowed to use dynamite to separate 
the machinery and other heavy mate­ 
rial so as to hoist it to the surface of 
the water and place on lighters. They 
insist, too, that the reason why the 
Navy Department opposes the remov­ 
al of the wreck is its fear of disagree­ 
able 
disclosures. 
They recall the 
fact that while the Peace Commission 
was sitting in Paris the Spanish Gov­ 
ernment demanded an international 
investigation of the cause of the ex­ 
plosion, which the Unitd States would 
not permit, on the pretext that it was 
inexpedient and unnecessary to revive 
the 
discussion.—St 
Louis

POSTAGE 
STAM P CHEATS. 


F o o lish P e rso n s W h o R u n the R i s k of 
G o in g to Prison. 
“You would be surprised,” said a 
postoffice clerk, “at the efforts people 
make to avoid the payment of postage. 
And quite often it is not the work of 
children either. 
The most common 
trick is to take the stamp that has been 
canceled by hand and the impression 
just touches the edge of the stamp. 
After pricking the marked edge with a 
pin or cutting it with a pair of shears 
to resemble the punctured edge of the 
stamp or tearing away that part the 
stamp is put on an envelope for an­ 
other voyage. All these are placed in 
the hands of postal inspectors for in­ 
vestigation. 
“Others try to give the impression 
that a stamp had been put on an en­ 
velope and become loose and lost in 
transit by sticking a stamp on the en 
velope and then pulling it with part of 
the envelope sticking to it off again. 
These as well as underpaid letters, un­ 
less they have a foreign destination, 
where postage is then collected, are 
marked ‘Returned for postage’ and 
sent back to the sender. 
Second class 
matter, as a roll of newspapers, is of­ 
ten sealed against inspection by hav­ 
ing the stamps overlap the cover. 
Whether foreign or not it is returned 
for postage. When it again shows up, 
the mistake rectified, upon inspection 
it is usually found to contain written 
letters, photographs (unmounted), jew­ 
elry, merchandise of all kinds, making 
the package underpaid; hence it is 
again returned. 
“But the limit of foolishness comes 
when a person tries to efface the in­ 
delible ink from the stamp and with 
half the features of the stamp missing 
or rubbed away and some of the ink 
still remaining affixes it to an envelope, 
with the address of the sender upon 
the back to facilitate Investigation. 
“This, though, is stretching it u lit­ 
tle too much: A postcard that had been 
put through a canceling machine and 
delivered to the addressee had tho 
canceling impression and the address 
scratched off with the aid of a sharp 
knife and a new address substituted 
and a written message pasted on the 
reverse side.”—New York Sun.
